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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
01/02/2008 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-18 are pending in this examination. 

3. Applicants are thanked for amending the Title, which is entered. 

4. On 02/15/2008, Applicant's representative, James Love, Registration No. 58, 
421 , and examiner were discussed regarding how to overcome the rejection under 35 
USC 101 . Applicant's representative are agreed to amend claims 9, and 17 as seen in 
"EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT" in order to resolve the rejection. Therefore, the USC 
101 rejection is withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3, 8, 9, 11, 16, and 17 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

8. The prior arts referred to the reasons of allowance are as follows: 

/'. B. I. Silva, K. Richeson, B. Krogh, A. Chutinan, "Modeling and Verifying 
Hybrid Dynamic Systems Using CheckMate", Ford research Lab 2001, herein 
referred as Silva et al. 

Silva et al teaches a CheckMate tool for modeling, prototyping, simulating 
a specific situation and formally verifying hybrid dynamic system based on the 
MATLAB/Simulink and stateflow Toolbox (See: Abstract). The hybrid system 
model in CheckMate has a continuous dynamics described by standard 
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differential state equation, planar, switching surfaces, and discrete dynamics 
modeled by finite state machine. Further, Silva et al teaches how the CheckMate 
is used to build and simulate models of hybrid dynamic systems. Silva et al also 
teaches how the computation and verification procedure done (See: 
Introduction). 

j. P. J. Mosterman. "An Overview of Hybrid Simulation Phenomena and 
Their Support by Simulation Packages, 1999, herein referred as Mosterman et 
§L 

Mosterman et al teaches overview of simulation of hybrid simulation such 
as classified as event handling, run-time equation processing, discontinuous 
state changes, event iteration, chattering, and comparing Dirac pulses (See: 
abstract). Mosterman et al also categorizes the quality of different simulation 
packages, and to refer to possible methods of implementation issues in hybrid 
simulation (See: pages 8-9). 

k. P. Aarnio, K. Koskinen, and S. Yionen, "Using Simulation During 
Development of Combined Manipulator and Hybrid Locomotion Platform, pdf 
created on June 18, 2001, Herein referred as Aarnio et al. 

Aarnio et al teaches how a 3D graphical simulation model is build and how 
it is used in the development process of the hybrid locomotion platform using 
integrated simulation software packages such as kinematic simulation, dynamic 
simulation, and foot-ground contact simulation (See: Introduction). 
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9. However, the recited prior arts singly or in combination with another fail to 
disclose the limitation of: 

(Claims 9, and 17)"receiving a selection which is made by a 
user and is indicative of a combination of one of the 
plurality of selective variables and one of the plurality 
of selective mechanism elements, to generate a table that 
represents a correspondence between the variables and the 
mechanism elements based on the selection, wherein the one 
of the plurality of selective variables in the combination 
is selected by selecting a class of predefined hybrid model 
to which the selective variables belong, and selecting a 
member variable in the class." 

1 0. In particular, the prior arts of record do not explicitly disclose the specific 
sequence of method steps of the claimed invention.
